Reverend  and  dear  Brethren, 

You  are  aware  that  **  the  Society  for  the 
Propagation  of  the  Gospel  in  Foreign  Parts,"  in  con- 
junction with  "  the  Church  Missionary  Society,"  have 
recommended  the  appointment  of  Friday,  the  20th  of 
December  next,  as  a  Day  of  United  Intercession  with 
the  Lord  of  the  Harvest  for  an  increased  supply  of 
Missionaries  ;  and  that  this  proposal  has  received  the 
sanction  of  the  iVrchbishop  of  Canterbury.

observing  it.
